To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 
Couneil  of  WEDNESF1ELD. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Newey  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1949. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  shows  a  decrease  on  last 
year  being  17.89  against  20.20  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.7. 

The  Death  Rate  was  8.86  against  8.  L8  per  thousand  of  the 
population  last  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  32.22  compared  with  51.72 
in  1948  and  81.25  in  1947.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  under  one 
year  was  10  as  against  18  last  year  and  26  in  1947.  This  is  very 
satisfactory. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  32 
against  34  in  1948. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Combined  with  my  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  co-operated  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the 

year.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

In  accordance  with  Part  111  of  the  new  National  Health 
Service  Act,  Health  Services  are  provided  by  the  local  Health 
Authority,  namely,  the  County  Council,  the  organisation  and 
administration  being  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  An  area  Medical  Officer  appointed  to  assist  the 
County  Medical  Officer  in  the  administration  of  the  Health  Services 
in  the  area  is  available. 

As  regards  General  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services,  their 
administration  is  vested  in  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Patholopical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical 
analyses  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Now  provided  for  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  by  the  County  Council. 

I  have  found  the  service  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Wednesfield  Nursing  Association,  which  has  done  excellent 
work  in  the  past,  ceased  to  exist  on  July  5th  1948.  The  County 
Council  now  provide  serviees  as  one  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained 
under  the  new  Health  Service.  A  qualified  nurse  gives  professional 
service  to  necessitous  non-infectious  cases, 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Valuable  advice  and  assistance  may  be  obtained  at  this  centre. 
The  times  of  attendance  are  as  follows  : — 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

Evesy  Tuesday,  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

Alternate  Mondays,  9  a.m*  to  5  p.m, 

Welfare  Centre:  —  Methodist  School,  Well  Lane. 

Maternity  cases  are  provided  for  by  the  Women’s  Hospital, 
New  Cross  Hospital  and  Rosemary  Ednam  Maternity  Home.  Two 
Midwives  reside  within  the  District, 
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Hospitals. 

The  Royal  Hospital,  the  Women’s  Hospital  and  New  Cross 
Hospital  are  all  within  easy  reach. 


Tuberculosis 

The  Dispensary  for  the  District  is  situated  in  Wolverhampton. 
The  sanatoria  available  are  : 

For  males,  Prestwood  Sanatorium 
For  females,  Groundslow  and  Yarfield. 

For  children,  The  Limes,  Himley. 


Nursery. 

This  has  been  used  to  full  capacity  during  the  year.  It  is 
a  great  help  to  mothers.  A  high  standard  of  efficiency  is  maintained. 


Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  is 
good  and  adequate  and  is  obtained  from  W-hampton  Corporation. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Brian  L.  McMillan,  B.Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E. 
Water  Engineer,  for  the  following  report. 

“The  Wolverhampton  water  supply  is  derived  from  a  number 
of  sources,  and  the  water  supplied  to  a  particular  area  may  be  varied 
from  time  to  time  as  is  necessitated  by  pumping  arrangements  &c. 
Therefore  I  am  including  a  detailed  summary  of  all  bacteriological 
analyses  carried  out  in  our  own  laboratory,  and  a  table  listing 
representative  chemical  analyses.  In  addition  to  the  listed 
bacteriological  results,  190  samples  of  water  before  or  during  the 
course  of  treatment  were  examined. 

The  water  supplied  within  your  area  has  been  satisfactory 
(a)  in  quality  (b)  in  quantity. 

The  water  supplied  has  been  free  from  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Subsequent  to  treatment  at  the  works  (where  necessary)  there  has 
been  no  known  contamination.” 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 


Mr.  Chairman.  Mrs.  Newey  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1 949.,  during  wh  ieh  period  progress  can  be  reported; 
general  housing  repairs  being  executed  on  preliminary  notice,  and 
as  a  result  of  personal  approach  recourse  to  statutory  powers  was 
taken  in  only  eleven  instances. 


During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  the  question  of  dustbin  supply,  and  upon  an  appeal  by  an 
aggrieved  owner,  taken  in  the  Local  Magistrates  Court  under 
section  75(2)  of  the  Publ  ic  Health  Act,  1936,  the  decision  against 
the  Council  was  to  the  effect  that  it  would  be  a  hardship  for  the 
owner  so  to  supply.  A  re-hearing  of  this  case  at  the  Stafford 
Quarter  Sessions  in  November  resulted  in  similar  judgment,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  year  a  fact-finding  sub-committee  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  were  considering  recommendations  in  respect  to 
to  the  future  position.  I  would  here  observe  that  without  question ,  I 
feel  a  better  planwould  be  to  completely  'municipalise’  the  cleans¬ 
ing  service  and  provide  bins  within  the  framework  of  the  general 
rate  fund,  with  Bye-Law  clauses  (if  legally  possible)  penalising  the 
folk  who  misuse  the  receptacles,  by  calling  for  pro-rata  payment  for 
bin  destroyed  within  the  period  of  its  estimated  life.

The  major  portion  of  bottles  and  glass  had  to  be  disposed  of 
as  cullet  when  demand  for  re-claimed  bottles  ceased. 


Housing 

Housing  on  the  Colman  Avenue  Site  became  available  for 
letting,  34  of  these  new  houses  being  tenanted  through  the  year,  in 
addition  seven  pre-war  houses  were  re-let  and  two  private  cottage 
owners  accepted  tenants  recommended  by  the  Council,  so  that  in 
all,  43  family  units  obtained  acommodation.  I  would  here  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  landlords  and  agents  of  the  district  who 
have  co-operated  in  the  re-housing  of  some  of  the  over-crowded 
cases  in  smaller  dwellings  of  the  district,  in  permitting  the  Council 
to  recommend  the  tenants  for  their  cottages.  Such  actions  are 
commendable  in  that  it  permits  the  more  even  distribution  of 
housing  acommodation  within  the  district,  and  enables  an  extended 
life  to  be  added  to  the  cottages,  in  the  main  childless  couples 

have  been  recommended  for  these  older  houses.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  one  evictment  order  was  pending  against  post-war  tenants 
for  damage  to  property,  general  nuisance  and  rent  arears  involving 
family  of  six  children,  the  premise  58,  Mattox  Road.  One  other 
eviction  was  also  pending  for  pure  rent  arears. 
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Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and 
Daries)  Act  of  1944  on  October  1st,  the  inspection  and  control  of 
farmers  and  daries  attached  thereto  is  transferred  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  While  this  move  takes  certain 
responsibility  and  work  from  the  Local  Authority,  at  one  and  the 
same  time  it  adds  more,  there  being  an  inerease  of  detail  and 
informative  activity  to  the  newly  set  up  organisations  coupled  with 
the  registration  of  every  establishment  handling  milk  in  any  way 
for  sale  to  the  public. 


Ice  Cream 

Sales  of  ice  cream  increased  during  the  year  and  in  all  but 
one  case  the  commodity  was  made  in  other  areas,  and  retailed 
within  the  district.

TUBERCULOSIS.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  149  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  79 
males  and  70  females,  and  70  persons,  31  males  and  39  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
219.  Prom  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  5  deaths  were 

registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  4  deaths  occurred 
from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  23  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  4  other  forms.  6  of  the 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.
